Tfthet were the rule today dencing 
would present no question to & young man, it would have no interest for hime 
He imows it only as & form of social amusement with women. No Pault can ke 
Sound with “square dances >" but four things are 49. be said about tyound dances.” 
First, they @ictinectly lower the character of conversation. As 2 simole matter 
af Pact they breed frivolity. Secondly, they ere weetchedly indiscriminate. 
Too often in such dances the men who put: their arms ebout women are not clean 
enough to be trampled upen by the women with whom they dance, And, when he 
t= clean, how can a gentleman Pind pleasure in doing in a dance what he would 
seorm to do if he salted upon his partner tn the dance in her own Home? Third- 
Ty, they do defile some minds, To denounce such minds docs not justify dane- 
ing. ‘ind fourthly, in the eyes of heathen visitors they are unspeakably 
vulgar. Surely ve ought to be slow to encourage what heathen regard as vulgar 
ene Indecent. 


I do not see any harm in “square danees" any more than in tennis or 
pase ball, und IT do-not see any neues harm in brothers and gisters dancing 
together if they wished in their own home; but I think that indiscriminate and 
"pound dancing’ is silly and foolish from the intellectual point of view, and 
it is nerilous end weakening ethically.
